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THE  JAMES  A.  STACK  COLLECTION 


In  making  this  outstanding  collection  of  United  States  Quarters  and  Half  Dollars 
available  to  the  present  generation  of  discriminating  collectors  we  recognize  the  very 
natural  question  that  will  arise  in  the  reader's  mind.  Although  James  A.  Stack  bears 
the  same  surname  as  the  members  of  our  firm,  the  connection  between  the  two 
families  is  otherwise  purely  coincidental.  Nevertheless  the  relationship  has  been  cer- 
tainly much  closer  than  simple  coincidence  would  indicate  at  first  sight. 

When  Mr.  Stack  began  his  collecting  activities  almost  forty  years  ago  he  de- 
veloped a warm  friendship  with  Joseph  and  Morton  Stack,  the  former  senior  partners 
of  this  firm.  In  the  course  of  time  the  ties  between  the  three  men  became  closely 
personal  as  well  as  numismatic.  Many  of  Mr.  Stack's  choicest  specimens  were 
acquired  with  the  help  of  our  firm.  It  is  therefore  with  a feeling  of  deep  appreciation 
and  nostalgia  that  we  are  happy  to  dedicate  this  catalogue  to  him. 

It  can  perhaps  be  suggested  that  nostalgia  of  a very  different  kind  may  affect 
today's  collector  after  he  has  directed  his  attention  to  the  coins  Mr.  Stack  was  fortu- 
nate enough  to  obtain.  As  we  all  know  too  well,  the  acquisition  of  choice  examples 
in  any  series  requires  on  element  of  luck  as  well  as  the  means  to  buy.  In  the  1940's 
when  he  began  to  seriously  concern  himself  with  numismatics  the  collecting  horizons 
were  much  wider  than  they  have  since  become.  Although  he  favored  our  firm  with  a 
major  share  of  his  acquisitions  he  searched  the  entire  country  for  outstanding  speci- 
mens. At  the  same  time  he  took  full  advantage  of  the  opportunities  presented  by  the 
dispersal  of  such  outstanding  collections  as  those  formed  by  Neil,  Atwater,  Dunham, 
Hall  and  Colonel  Green,  to  name  only  a few.  As  a result  all  the  great  rarities  are 
here,  in  addition  to  many  of  the  "finest  knows". 

While  rare  and  choice  coins  are  obviously  desirable  they  alone  do  not  make  a 
great  collection.  James  A.  Stack  must  be  considered  one  of  the  best  informed  numis- 
matists of  his  generation,  as  the  attention  devoted  to  die  varieties,  die  states,  and 
mintmarks  clearly  demonstrates.  From  the  very  beginning  he  was  well  aware  that 
there  was  something  more  to  his  hobby  than  being  familiar  with  the  latest  price 
trends.  His  collection  reflects  the  influence  of  the  years  of  study  that  directed  all 
these  acquisitions.  He  was  able  to  form  a great  collection  because  he  knew  his  coins. 
The  lesson  for  his  successors  is  that  in  the  hobby  of  numismatics,  as  well  as  in  other 
fields  of  endeavor,  knowledge  is  strength. 

We  noted  earlier  that  Mr.  Stack  was  able  to  profit  from  the  dispersal  of  some  of 
the  greatest  historic  collections  ever  formed  in  this  century.  His  good  fortune  in  this 
respect  carries  its  own  very  current  moral.  'The  Stack  collection  of  United  States  Quar- 
ters and  Half  Dollars  is  another  that  also  will  be  regarded  as  historic.  If  today's 
numismatic  enthusiasts  are  to  benefit  from  their  predecessor's  example  they  can  only 
do  so  by  grasping  the  opportunity  presented  by  the  offering  of  important  coins  de- 
scribed in  this  catalogue.

In  our  opinion  the  1827  Original  was  probably  made  in  limited  numbers 
for  presentation.  It  was  standard  Mint  practice  to  use  dies  until  they  were 
worn  out.  The  coinage  figures  for  any  given  year  had  to  reflect  the  number 
and  value  of  the  pieces  struck.  The  dating  of  the  coins,  however,  was  the 
business  of  the  Coining  Department  and  not  the  Accounting  Department  at 
the  Mint.  Coins  were  struck  in  accordance  with  instructions  from  the  Trea- 
surer of  the  United  States  who  was  informed  of  the  needs  of  the  commercial 
world.  There  was  apparently  no  call  lor  Quarters  in  1826  and  none  were 
struck.  It  is  reasonably  probable,  therefore,  that  almost  all  the  4,000  Quarters 
recorded  as  being  struck  in  1827  actually  bore  the  date  1825  because  the 
dies  left  over  from  that  year  were  still  in  useable  condition. 

This  coin  with  its  marvelous  pedigree  should  top  the  record 
we  set  when  we  sold  the  "Number  2"  specimen  last  year  for 
$40,000.00.  We  cannot  over-emphasize  the  importance  of  this  great 
rarity  for  it  is  without  a doubt  THE  RAREST  SILVER  COIN  ACTU- 
ALLY MADE  IN  THE  YEAR  DATED.  It  is  rarer  by  far  than  the  1804 
Silver  Dollar.

30  1827  RESTRIKE.  B.  2.  The  obverse  struck  from  the  original  dies,  the  reverse 

struck  from  the  1819  Browning  2 die  with  the  Square  Base  2.  A very  early 
strike  because  neither  dies  show  any  trace  of  rust.  Struck  over  an  Early 
(1804-1807)  Quarter.  The  undertype  can  be  seen  under  the  arrow  shafts  (the 
sprig  with  leaves  and  berries),  and  part  of  Liberty  and  stars  on  the  obverse. 

Our  records  indicate  that  only  eight  or  nine  examples  of  this  coin  are  in  existence. 
The  rarity  of  the  Restrikes  can  probably  be  accounted  for  by  the  limited  interest  in  the 
denomination  during  the  years  1859  and  1860  when  they  were  made.  At  that  time 
Half  Cents  were  engaging  the  collecting  public's  attention  and  there  was  a lively 
demand  for  "Proof  Only"  dates.  Silver  Dollars,  the  largest  and  handsomest  of  the 
silver  issues,  had  always  been  popular  which  explains  the  1851,  1852,  and  Gobrecht 
restrikes.  The  Quarter  Dollar  series,  however,  was  not  attracting  the  collector's  atten- 
tion during  the  years  immediately  preceding  the  Civil  War.  Mint  records  showed  that 
4,000  pieces  had  been  struck  in  1827.  Although  there  didn't  seem  to  be  any  available 
on  the  market,  it  was  not  as  clearly  understood  by  the  collectors  in  those  days  that 
coins  struck  in  a given  year  did  not  necessarily  bear  the  date  of  that  year. 

This  specimen  is  a BRILLIANT  PROOF,  with  a tiny  planchet  flake  before 
the  chin.  Steel  and  iridescent.  From  the  celebrated  Will  W.  Neil  Collection 
(B.  Max  Mehl).

2.  The  American  Numismatic  Society  specimen. 

3.  A specimen  in  a private  Midwestern  collection. 

4.  A specimen  in  the  Estate  of  James  Aloysius  Stack. 

5.  The  Jerome  Kern  specimen  (probably  in  the  collection  of  a gentleman 
from  Vermont). 

6.  The  Century  coin  (more  than  likely  the  Harlan  P.  Smith  specimen). 

Careful  analysis  of  this  compilation  reveals  that  only  TWO  coins  are 

involved  after  all  these  years.  The  Harlan  P.  Smith  (?)  Century  — R.  L.  .Miles, 
Jr.  — March  1974  Sale  specimen;  and  this,  the  James  A.  Stack  coin.  When  we 
wrote  our  September  1974  sales  catalog,  little  did  we  dream  that  we  would 
be  privileged  to  offer  another  specimen  so  soon.  At  the  time  we  catalogued 
the  Miles  specimen  in  our  September  1974  sale,  we  used  the  following 
reasoning  to  establish  the  worth  of  the  coin  and  we  quote,  ".  . . The  coin 
realized  $12,000.00  at  that  sale.  It  is  indeed  quite  difficult  to  arrive  at  an 
estimate  of  its  worth  in  today's  market.  We  can  only  draw  a comparison 
between  this  coin  and  the  1823  and  1827  which  were  also  in  the  Miles  and 
later  in  our  March  1974  sale.  Since  those  coins  brought  approximately  three 
times  what  they  sold  for  in  1969  we  feel  justified  in  appraising  this  coin  for 
$35,000.00."  At  our  September  1974  sale,  the  coin  realized  $50,000.00  after 
extremely  active  bidding. 

Obviously  we  do  not  know  what  this  specimen  will  finally  bring, 
but  we  do  take  great  comfort  in  knowing  that  the  collector  is  rapidly 
becoming  aware  of  the  importance  of  Numismatic  Rarities.  It  is  our 
opinion  that  Classics  such  as  this  coin  and  the  1827  Original  (in  this 
sale),  and  other  coins  of  this  calibre  are  definitely  underpriced  when 
one  considers  that  we  are  part  of  the  Fine  Arts  field.  Comparatively 
speaking  these  should  be  six  figure  items!

Mint  letter  O (for  New 
Orleans)  between  bust  and  date.  Proof.  The  surface  is  an  even  bril- 
liant medium  purple  surface;  unusually  bold  impression  with  slightly 
raised  borders.  This  specimen  is  from  my  Sale  of  the  Maurice  A. 
Ryan  Collection.  Mr.  Ryan  secured  it  from  the  famous  Colonel  Green 
Collection,  who  obtained  it  through  me  from  the  celebrated  Waldo 
Newcomer  Collection  of  Baltimore.  In  my  description  of  this  great 
rarity  in  my  catalog  of  the  Ryan  Collection,  I stated  that  this  speci- 
men is  very  likely  from  the  James  B.  Wilson  Collection  which  was 
sold  in  October,  1908.  Prior  to  that  time  not  a single  specimen  of 
this  rarity  was  offered  for  more  than  a quarter  of  a century.  When 
Mr.  Beistle  published  his  splendid  work  of  the  Half  Dollars  in  1929, 
he  stated  that  only  three  specimens  of  this  coin  were  known.  How- 
ever, I believe  that  today  six  or  seven  are  known  in  collections.  Even 
with  this  number  of  specimens  known,  it  is  certainly  not  only  the 
very  rarest  of  all  U.  S.  silver  Half  Dollars,  but  one  of  the  rarest  of  all 
United  States  silver  coins.  A similar  specimen  in  my  Sale  of  the 
Atwater  Collection  last  year,  brought  $2,200.00,  which  I consider 
a very  nominal  price  compared  with  the  prices  of  other  coins  of  far 
lesser  rarity  than  the  1838  O Mint  Half  Dollar.  This  specimen  should 
certainly  make  a new  record.  A memo  enclosed  with  this  coin  when 
I received  it  from  Mr.  Neil,  states  that  this  coin  is  from  the  Colonel 
Green  Collection,  that  it  is  considered  the  best  known  and  that  he 
paid  the  late  Henry  Chapman  $2,000.00  for  it  in  1928.  Mr.  Neil 
values  the  coin  at  $3,000.00  which  I think  is  conservative." 

In  our  Reed  Hawn  Sale,  August  1973,  we  had  the  privilege  to 
offer  the  Atwater  specimen  which  realized  $41,000.00.  There  is  no 
question  in  our  minds  that  the  Atwater-Hawn  specimen  and  this  coin 
are  equal  in  condition.  They  both  are  PROOFS  and  simply  exquisite. 
We  feel  that  this  specimen  will  bring  substantially  over  the  Hawn 
record  established  nearly  two  years  ago.
